reckon defective brakes as an im- 
portant factor la more than one 
per cent of cases, data collected 
during brake testing 
campaigns 


seem to indicate about one third 
of all automobiles in operation 
have no defective brakes. If this 
is 
true 
reason, suggests 
that 


faulty 
breaking 
equipment 
Is 


responsible, in part at least, for 
more collisions than usually repre- 
sented. 
General 
statltsics 
-will 


never be able to indicate the true 
magnitude 'of the brake problem 
until it becomes regular practice 
to test the brakes of each car at 
the scene of the accident. Per- 
sonal judgment is not sufficient 
to determine the condition of a 
brake. Some reliable measure of 
performance must be adopted to 
distinguish 
fairly 
good brakes 


from bad. Just as a reliable estim- 
ate of a weight of an article can 
not be had by lifting it and guess- 
ng at the weight, so one should 
not try to estimate how effective 
is a set of brakes from the force 
of the shock of stopping while 
riding in the car. Even as there 
are scales to weigh articles, so 
there arc meters to test brakes.

Have yours tested periodically bj 
an expert arid adjusted and re- 
lined when necessary.

"Every 
motor | 


vehicles driven unp on a public 
bish way of the state during the 
period from one half hour after 
sun set, to one half hour before 
sun rise, shall display while run- 
ning at least two lighted lamps 
on the front, one on each side 
having 
light sources of 
equal 


power, which shall be visible from 
a point five hundred feet ahead 
of the vehicle and which shall 
project either white or yellow 
light, and one lighted lamp on 
the rear which shall display a red 
1 light visible from the rear for 
a distance of at least five hundred 
feet.

Valuable service may be ren- 


dered by calling the attention of 
passing motorist to the fact that 
their lights are out, stock phrases

"lights out." Or simply "Lights." 
The single word "lights" is prefer- 
able because it is easiest for the 
operator to catch, or to blink your 
own lights two or three tlmcK. 
This code 
must be 
generally 


known in order to be successful, 
but it is worth teaching to the 
driving public, as such safeguards 
and reminders are brought more 
and more into use, there -will be 
less and less excuse for a drivers 
going without lights. The cards 
are stacked against you when you 
drive at night with inadequate 
head lights. Also jou take an un- 
fair advantage of all other users 
of the highway. 


Make sure the vibration of the 


car has not changed the tilt or 
focal adjustment of the lights, 
that it hasn't loosened one of the 
bulbs. A one eyed car on the high- 
way is vicious.
